TF  YOU  SAW  THU  CHILD,  would 
you  pick  him  up  and  save  him  as  Bill 
Asbury,  CCF  representative,  did  in  Korea 
a  few  weeks  ago?

A  Good  Suggestion 

Below  we  offer  two  suggestions 
to  churches  and  finance  commit¬ 
tees  as  they  prepare  their  new 
budgets. 

We  suggest  in  the  first  place 
that  every  church  should  provide 
the  pastor  with  a  car  fund.  Many 
Mississippi  churches  are  now  do¬ 
ing  this.  Some  churches  are  even 
providing  as  much  as  $100  per 
month  for  the  pastor’s  car  ex¬ 
pense.  No  pastor  can  run  a  car 
without  ex|>ense  and  the  gasoline 
is  the  smallest  part  of  the  ex¬ 
pense.  He  uses  his  car  about 
9-10ths  of  the  time  on  church 
business.  And  so  far  as  we  know, 
pastors  are  the  only  ones  who  are 
required  to  furnish  cars  without 
any  compensation.  Business  houses 
either  furnish  a  car  for  their  em¬ 
ployees  or  pay  them  by  the  mil* 
for  all  travelling  done  on  com¬ 
pany  business.  Churche*  should 
do  as  well. 

The  second  suggestion  *  that 


book*  are  tool*  for  a  preacher. 
Every  church  should  provide  a 
fund  for  the  purchase  of  book*. 
Any  preacher  who  doe*  not  read 
books  and  many  of  them,  will  soon 
go  stale.  Hi*  preaching  will  be¬ 
come  dry  and  the  people  becoin# 
disinterested  and  also  dissatisfied. 
The  same  thing  is  true  about 
hooka  that  is  true  of  cars.  Busi¬ 
ness  house*  furnish  the  tools  for 
their  employee*.  Churche*  should 
do  the  same  thin*.  ““***'“* 

mat  quarter-time  churche*  should 
allow  at  least  *25,  half-time 
churche*.  $50,  and  full-time 
churche*  $100  or  more  for  thn 
pastor’s  book  fund. 

Baptist*  may  now  give  more, 
and  churches  and  charitable  insti¬ 
tutions  may  now  receive  more 
(we  hope)  under  the  provisions 
of  the  new  tax  law  which  Con¬ 
gress  recently  passed. 

The  exemption  granted  to  in¬ 
dividuals  for  charitable  gifts  ia 
raised  from  20  |>er  cent  to  30  |>er 
cent,  provided  at  least  10  per  cent 
is  given  to  churches,  schools  and 
hospitals. 

This  means  that  you  caxi  give 
an  addtional  10  per  cent  cw  your 
income  to  religious  and  charitable 
causes  and  deduct  a*  much  as  30 
per  cent  as  gift*. 

Here  is  an  opportunity  for  many 
ta  give  more  at  less  cost.

EXCUSES  FOR  RUNNING  OFF 
PASTORS 

By  REV.  R.  F.  H  ALU  FORD 

While  talking,  some  time  ago,  with 
aa  experienced,  intelligent,  highly-re- 
spected  preacher  about  the  condition* 
of  our  churches  and  the  growing  diffi¬ 
culties  involved  in  the  Gospel  ministry, 
I  heard  him  make  the  statement: 
“There  is  a  war  being  made  on  preach¬ 
ers.”  This  becomes  increasingly  and 
painfully  obvious.  The  attitude  of  bel¬ 
ligerence  against  the  ministry  show* 
itself  in  many  ways,  but  especially  ta 
running  off  pastors  from  their  place  of 
service  and  means  ai  UmhWnnd.  or  la 
maktnK  eotwmVm*  tor  them  and  their 
families  so  unpleasant  aa  to  block  al 
their  efforts  and  make  their  continued 
residence  and  work  there  practically 
unbearable.  I*  fart,  this  practice  of 
“putting  on  the  pressure."  and  getting 
rid  of  pastors  has  become  so  prevalent 
that  most  of  us  recognize  quite  readily 
the  truth  of  the  statement  made  by  an¬ 
other:  “The  practice  of  running  off  pas¬ 
tor*  has  assumed  the  proportions  at 
aa  ‘indoor  sport’  with  many  churches.” 

Why  this  rapidly-increasing  and  preva¬ 
lent  practice  of  running  off  pastors? 
We  grant  that,  occasionally,  there  ia 
good  reason  for  it.  and  that  some 
preachers,  like  some  people  in  other 
types  of  work,  richly  deserve  to  be  m* 
off;  however,  common  sense  investig*. 
tion  will  show  that,  in  the  majority  of 
cates,  mere  excuses  are  used  for  a  bad 
practice  which  is  rapidly  becoming 
worse  What  are  some  of  these  ex- 
cuses?

Dr.  Benjamin  C.  Land 
Noted  Evangelist  Dies 

Final  rites  for  Dr.  Benjamto 
C.  Land,  9r  ,  91 ,  noted  Southern 
Baptist  Stewardship  Evangelist  of 
Jackson,  were  recently  conducted 
from  Calvary  CJiurch,  Jackson. 
Dr  Luther  Joe  Thompson,  pastor 
officiated  assisted  by  Rev.  J.  A. 
Barnhill,  pastor  of  Temple  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Jackson,  and  Rev.  W. 
L.  Holcomb,  of  Winnfield.  La.  He 
died  suddenly  in  hto  room  at  the 
Ward  Hotel,  to  Fort  Smith,  Ark., 
where  he  was  conducting  a  Stew¬ 
ardship  revival  m  the  Van  Buren 
First  Baptist  Church.  He  had  be¬ 
gun  the  revival  after  completing 
a  meeting  at  the  Kings  Highway 
Church  to  9t.  Louis,  Mo. 

Dr  Land  was  a  native  of  Lodi, 
and  had  been  a  successful  pastor 
tor  many  years  in  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,  Texas  and  Florida  He 
had  lived  to  Jackson  since  1945, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Cal¬ 
vary  Church. 

He  was  a  graduate  of  Clark 
Memorial  College  at  Newton,  and 
Miss:  College  at  Clinton  Hr  was 
also  a  graduate  of  Union  Univer¬ 
sity  (Baptist),  Jackson,  Tennessee 
and  a  holder  of  the  degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Theology,  Master  of 
Theology,  and  Doctor  of  Theology 
from  the  New  Orleans  Seminary. 

In  addition  to  his  work  in  the 
field  of  stewardship  promotion,  he 
had  authored  several  hooks. 
Among  them.  “Florida  a  Mission 
Field”,  “Baptists  at  Work  in  Ala¬ 
bama."  “The  Unified  Budget  Sys¬ 
tem  of  Church’  Finance"  and 
“God's  Financial  Plan.”  He  had 
served  as  stewardship  director  for

(Continued  From  Page  Three) 
lent  ones,  and  largely  in  the  historical 
•rder  in  which  they  have  been  used: 

First,  “He  doesn't  practice  what  he 
preaches."  There  have  been  a  compara¬ 
tively  few  isolated  cases  in  which  this 
was  true.  However,  we  dare  say  that 
most  people  to  the  present  day,  preach¬ 
ers  and  others,  have  been  forced  to  the 
conclusion  that  a  man  must  be,  first  of 
aU,  a  Christian  gentleman,  and  then  a 
preacher  of  the  Gospel,  in  order  to  get 
anywhere.  Usually,  this  accusation 
springs  from-  the  wicked  source  of  the 
wish  being  father  to  the  thought.  The 
Isolated  ease  to  made  to  appear  as  the 
regular.  The  exception  to  the  rule  to 
made  to  appear  as  the  rule  itself.  Such 
a  situation  is  unfair,  and  more  and  more 
people  are  coming  to  discredit  the  usu¬ 
ally -unfounded  claim. 

Second,  "He  won't  pey  hi*  bills."  This 
excuse  was  used  more  to  the  past  than 
to  the  present.  The  explanation  tor  tt 
was  this:  sometimes  the  pastor  could 
not  pay  his  bills  because  bis  eongrega- 
gation  would  not  pay  him,  thereby  mak¬ 


ing  the  fault  theirs,  not  his.  In  general, 
churches  treat  their  pastors  better  now 
than  formerly,  by  paying  them  a  regu¬ 
lar  salary,  thereby  making*  it  possible 
tor  them  to  pay  their  obligations. 

Third,  "He's  involved  to  woman  trou¬ 
ble."  Until  comparatively  recent  years 
this  was  considered  the  “star  accusa¬ 
tion"  against  a  preacher — the  report 
that  he  was  too  friendly  with  the  ladies, 
or  had  become  involved  to  immoral  re¬ 
lations  or  marital  difficulties.  Like  men 
to  other  walks  of  life,  some  preachers 
did  become  involved  to  this  manner, 
and  they  richly  deserved  criticism  and 
censure.  However,  to  too  many  cases, 
the  accusation  sprang  from  nothing 
more  or  less  than  gossip,  insinuation, 
implication,  and  deliberate  desire  and 
intention  to  discredit  the  victim  and  his 
ministry.  Some  of  us  have  even  known 
of  cases  to  which  wicked,  designing 
church  members  who  wanted  to  find 
some  excuse  to  get  rid  of  a  pastor,  went 
to  the  dastardly  lengths  ot  bribing  un¬ 
scrupulous  women  into  helping  them 
“frame”  an  unsuspecting  man! 

Fourth,  “Tho  church  is  'going  down' 


under  hit  leadership."  This  may  be  true, 
or  it  may  simply  be  imagination,  as  wc 
have  known  to  some  cases  Too,  the 
church  may  be  “going  down,”  not  un¬ 
der  the  present  pastor’s  leadership,  but 
under  the  non-cooperative,  fault-finding, 
feet-dragging  refusal  of  some  of  the 
leaders  to  be  led  by  him!  If  the  church 
is  going  down  financially,  it  may  be 
due,  not  to  the  pastor’s  poor  leadership, 
but  to  the  refusal  of  the  members  to 
bring  to  their  tithes  and  offerings.  If  M 
is  going  down  in  attendance,  the  fault 
may  not  be  that  of  the  pastor,  but  of 
the  members  who  deliberately  stay 
away  and  use  their  influence  to  keep 
others  away.  If  the  church  is  going 
down  to  the  matter  of  conversions  and 
addition*,  need  we  be  surprised,  when 
numbers  of  its  members  are  chilling 
the  atmosphere  and  discouraging  people 
from  joining  K  by  their  attitudes,  slurs 
and  hindrances? 

Fifth,  "He's  |u*t  not  'of  himself*." 
You  have  heard  this  excuse,  haven’t 
you?  Uwet  who  use  K  wish  to  appear 
so  innocent,  noble  and  concerned  about 


the  welfare  of  the  church.  They  express 
themselves  like  this:  “He’s  a  good  man 
and  a  fine  preacher,  and  I  have  abso¬ 
lutely  nothing  against  him;  but  he  sim¬ 
ply  is  not  ‘at  himself  mentally  —  and 
we  cannot  afford  to  keep  him  as  pastor. 
I  am  sorry  for  him.  but  you  understand 
our  position,  I  am  sure.”  You  see,  this 
leaves  his  critics  and  opponents  appar¬ 
ently  in  the  clear— as  if  no  one  were 
really  to  blame  in  the  matter— and  at 
the  same  time  gives  them  the  desired 
excuse  to  get  rid  of  an  undesired  pas¬ 
tor. 

In  the  midst  of  this  rapidly-growing 
practice,  H  is  well  to  remin  dourselves 
of  some  very  significant  statements  and 
warnings  from  God’s  word: 

"Man  looketh  on  the  outward  appear¬ 
ance,  but  the  Lord  looketh  on  ths 
boart"  (I  Sam.  16:7b);  “Touch  not 
Mine  anointed,  and  do  My  prophets  no 
harm”  (Psa.  106:15);  “And  we  beseech 
you,  brethren,  to  know  them  who  labor 
among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  ths 
Lord,  and  admonish  you;  And  to  esteem 
them  very  highly  in  love  for  their  work's 
sake”  (I  Thess.  5:12-13).
